"When, in Novem'ber last, the Austrian 
Government become obstreperous, the 
Government simply turned the legislators 
ou-t of doors by sending in sixty urmed 
policemen. 
Revolution was 
the only 


remedy a,t hand. Tho most sacred law of 
tho Stato was brushed aaido like a cob- 
web. 
"Civil liberty means the unMorm rule 


of la.w. It means that no person shall bo 
arrested, taxed or fined except in accord- 
ance with the law. It means tha.t the 
Government itself shall be as fully sub- 
ject to the la>w as any private, citizen. 
The law itself provides a remedy through 
tho courts if either transgresses the 
law.1'
